Earth and Water; which, indeed, are 


the Generatives and Conſumers of all 
mortal Things and Beings: And al- 
though theſe Elements are different in 
themſelves, yet are they frequently 
agreeable in Compoſition; for the Fire, 
though hot and dry of itſelf, yet com- 


pounded with the other Elements, in a 


mortal Frame or animal Compoſition, 


diffuſes a gentle Heat, to nouriſh and 


ſupport Life, -though the Air is both 
hot and moiſt, but participating more 
of the latter; yet does it temperate the 


Heat of the former, and gives a Kind 


of Reſpiration and gentle Breathing, to 
refreſh and exhilarate each Part and Par- 
ticle. The Earth, though it is of itſelf 
groſs and ponderous, yet in this Com- 
poſition is rarefied ; and, by its ſub- 
ſtantial Matter, compoſes the Frame 
wherein the reſt of the Elements co- 
habit, and, being cold and dry, ſerves 
to temperate che hot and moiſt. The 

Water, 
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Water, being cold and moiſt of itſelf, 
ſerves, in this quality, to render pliable 
all the ſublunary Works of Nature, and 
enables them to o ſubſiſt. e 


Theſe four en of the Crean 
participate more immediately of the four 
Humours of which the Bodies of ani- 
mal and rational Creatures are com- 
poſed, viz. Choler, Blood, Melan- 
choly and Phlegm. The firſt of Fire, 
the ſecond of Air, the third of Earth, 
the fourth of Water: And as theſe ope- 
rate more or leſs, ſo, according to their 
Qualities, is the Body moved and ex- 
poſed to Heat, Cold, Moiſture or Dry- 
neſs; and, conſequently, to the Effects 
they produce. Theſe have their princĩ- 
pal Dominion in the Seats of Life, and 
from thence extend their Power and 
Force to every Part and Member. As 
the Phlegm poſſeſſes the Brain, Choler 

and Blood the Liver and Heart, and 
en the Spleen, which is the 
e B 2 
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Neceptacle and Conveyance of the Ex- 


crements of the Lives all of them hav- 
ing diſtinctly and conjunctly their pro- 
per Offices. As thus: The Blood is 
the principal Nouriſher of the natural 
Frame, Phlegm and Moiſture renders 
the Members flexible and pliant in Mo- 
tion and Uſe, Choler cauſes Digeſtion 
by its operative Heat, Melancholy ex- 


cites an Appetite and attracts the groſſer 
Parts of the nutrimental Elements, and 
occaſions the diſburthening of Nature. 


* ˖ is generally agreed by the Learned, 
that every. organical Body is ſupported 


by four inftrumental Members, and theſe - 


are held to be the Brain, Heart, Liver 
and Genitals, each of theſe performing 
their peculiar Functions; for, as the 


Sinews are ſupported by the Brain, the 


Seat of vital Spirits, and the Veins, 


which are natural Parts, from the Liver, 


ſo the ſeminal Veſſels are ſupported by 


the genital Parts, or Inſtruments of Ge- 
| neration 
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neration ; and theſe jointly operating on 
the elementary Subſtitutes, participate 
of the Nature, and conſequently the. 
Materials of Generation. 


Thus having briefly treated of the 

elementary Parts of the Bodies of An- 
mals, I now proceed to the natural 
Faculties which are next to be eon- 
ſidered, viz. retaining, coneocting and 
expelling; and though all the Humours 
are inſtrumental in promoting theſe, yet 
Nature is ſatisfied with only one to work = 
upon, which is a wheyiſh Kind of Blood 
| generated in the Liver, or attracted 
-thereby from the pureſt Part of ſuch 
Nutriment as has been concofted in the 
Stomach, and from thenee conveying 
into the Liver and great Vein-nutriment, 
and of conſequenee into all Parts of the 
Body, by diſperſing the rarified Blood 

into the minuteſt Veſſels, and by the 
Help of other Humours ſupports the 


Frame of Nature. The fluid or liquid 
| Bg —-- 
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Part of the Nutriment is oozed through : 
Pores into the Bladder, and the Solids 


paſſing into the Bowels, are in the End 


difcharged from the Body to make Room 
for more of the ſame Nature ; but there 
are two Veſſels that conduct a Part of the 
rarified Matter into the feminal Reſer- 
voirs, where, by the Operation of the 


generative Parts, it is refined by a gentle 


Heat to a more ſpirituous Quality, and 


ſo maturated into Sperm or Seed, which, 
according to the Goodneſs or Badneſs of 
its Quality and Mixture with the co- 


operating Sperm of the Mare, proves 


falutary and effectual, or abortive. 
Obſerve if the thin and ſubtil Blood is 


wanted to ſupport the Seed and enliven 
iti with heat, it frequently fails in the 
Function intended by Nature, the Horſe 


becomes frigid and incapable, and is 
often ſubject to moiſt Diſeaſes, ſuch as 


the Glanders, which generally take their 


Riſe from Diſorders of the Liver and

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Lungs, when they are tainted with Pu- 
trefaction reſulting from Rheums, and 
other indigeſted Moiſture adhering to 
them; as alſo Inflammations occaſioned 
by Lumps, Knots or Kernels under 
the Caul, the Effect of Cold or immo- 
5 derate Labour, and oftentimes tlie 
Mourning of the Chine, by a Horſe's 
overſtraining himſelf in covering a 
Mare.

F RO M the Liver Wen ariſes a large 
Vein; this, like a Conduit, ſupplies . D 
Reſt of its depending Branches, which 
are numerous, and ſptead themſelves 
N ö like little Rivuletsor 
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Streams; and of theſe, two material 
ones are to be found in the Palate of the 
Mouth, above the firſt and third Bars, 
which two, a judicious Farrier ought to 
open, with a Horſe's being attacked 
with Pains, or other Diforders in the 
Head or Stomach. There are two 
more, which deſcend from the lower 
Part of the Eyes to the Noſtrils, and 
theſe are the moſt proper to be lanced 
in any Diſorders of the Eyes. Above 
the Eyes are two others, called Temple 
Veins, becauſe they run acroſs the 
Femples, and theſe ſhould be opened in 
the Cure of Diſorders occaſioned by 
| Colds 1 in the Head. 


Two great Veins run along the Sides 
of the Wind-pipe, from the extreme 
Joints of the Jaws to' the. Breaſt : Theſe 
ſhould be opened in Cafes of Surfeits, 
Fevers or Heart-fickneſs. On the Fore- 

legs are two others, that lie on each Side 
of the Cheſt, called Plate Veins ; They 
ale 
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are opened in Caſes of Foundering, 
Strains, or Blows on the Shoulder. 


There Are four that run along the 
Fetlocks of a Horſe, called  Shackle 


: Veins, and | theſe, though ſmall, are 


highly important; for, by bleeding a 
Horſe there, the Cure of a Stiffneſs of 
the Joints is eaſily effected, and in a 
great Meaſure prevents foundering. 
There are Veins about the Coronet in 
the Hoofs, called Coronet Veins, and 
may with Propriety be opened for the 


Ring- bone. In the Hoof are four Veins | 


which ſurround the Fore-part of the 
Foot : From their Situation, they have 
the Appellation of Toe Veins, and are 
opened for a Bruiſe, or any other Ac- 
cident in the Hoof. There are two 
great Veins that ſtretch themſelves from 
the Tefticles along the Inſide of the 
Thigh, called Kidney Veins : Theſe 


are opened for Diſorders in the Reins | = 


and” * Two other Veins run 
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10 Farrier's Vape Mecun. 
down the Legs, called Spavin Veins: 
Theſe, inſtead of being lanced, ought 
to be cut through, and ſtitched up, for 
the Cure of the Blood ſpavin. In the 
Flanks are found two Veins, from whence 
they take their Denomination: They are 
opened for Pains in the Fillets and Reins. 
The two Haunch Veins are opened in 
conſumptive Caſes. Two run along the 
Sides of the Belly, terminating in the 
Flanks, called Spur Veins: In theſe 
they are bled for the Feſtering, or Swel- 
ling of the Belly or Flank. In the Tail 
is one Vein, which is ſeldom Markte 


: Theſe are all the Veins that are RE 
ſary to be taken notice of, or that with 
Safery can be opened in the Operation 
of Bleeding. There are many others, 
but too minute, and a Deſcription of 
them would be forcign to the Devens of 
this ſhort Treatiſe, 7 | 


The next Thing to be ande or 
known, are the Sine ws, and their Situ- 
ation, with their Uſe and Offices. The 
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The Fountain, or Source, from whence = 
the Sinews ſpring, and by which they 
are nouriſhed, is the Brain: There paſſes 
through the Hollow of the Neck a large 
Tendon, or Sinew, which, running 
along the Back- bone, (or Vertebræ of 
the Back) continues its Courſe to the 
End of the Tail; and from this proceed 
two ſmall Branches, which paſſing 
through the Skull, fall down along the 
Horſe's Cheeks to the Points of his 
Noſtrils. There are two other Branches, 
which paſs through the nether Jaw, 
knitting it with the Upper, and ftretch- 
ing along the great Teeth, meet juſt. 
beneath the nether Lip. There are 
twenty- eight ſmall Sinews, which run- 
ning through the ſeven Bones that com- 
poſe the Neck, knit them together, and 
paſs from thence in their ſaid Function 
of knitting the Chine and Stunt. There 
are alſo two great ones that ſtretch them- 
. over the Spade bones, and then 

— 
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dividing into divers Branches, ſpread in 
a deſcending Manner into the Legs as 
far as the Hoofs, and in their Progreſs 
knit every Joint together. Beſides 
what I have named, there are two Si- 
news which extend themſelves to the 
Hips, and from thence, being divided 
into many Branches, paſs down the 
hinder Legs into the Coffin of the Hoofs, 
binding all the Joints firmly together. 
There is one main Ligament proceeding 
from the Setting-on of the Horſe's Neck, 
that has not any Branches proceeding 
from it: This is the great Screngthener 
of the Back and Neck, and holds the 
 Shoulder-blade. firm. In all, it is 
reckoned a Horfe has no leſs than thirty 
principal Ligaments, from each of which 
a great Number of inferior Sinews pro- 
ceed, Thoſe which I have named, are 
fo uſeful in fupporting rhe Frame of the 
Bedy, that if one of them is diſordered, © 
the Horſe's whole Frame will, by a na-

Secondly, in ſome 
Kinds of Sickneſs, a Horſe's Mouth will 
be dry and parched, his Tongue very 
foul, and his Breath fo exceſſive hot, 
that you may in a Manner perceive a 
Steam to ariſe from it. In the third 
Place, a Horſe's Diſorder may. be dit- 
covered by many external Symptoms, 


ix. When a Horſe hangs his Head, or 


has a cold Dampneſs at his Ears ; when 


he is ſtill in his Motions, lazy in Mov- 


ing, ſtumbling about, and apt to fall. 


In the Weſt-India Iflands, their Horſes 
are much troubled with intermitting 
Fevers, which occaſion trembling and 
exceffive ſweating.

Caſe. When theſe Caſes are attended 


with large. Hemorrhages, inſtead of, 
cramming him full of hot Medicines, . 
which often: ulcerate the Lungs, give 
him Boluſſes compoſed as follows: 


Take Spermaceti and Bole Armo- 
mac, in Powder, of each two Ounces; 
Sugar: 
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Sugar of Lead, one Drachm; Honey, 
four Ounces. Make them into two 


Balls with Wheat Flour, and give one 


at Night and the other in the Morning. 


Farriers may adminiſter a Multiplicity 


of Medicines for internal Wounds, and 
many that are far more coſtly than the 


Recipe here mentioned, in order to en- 
hance the Price of their Practice, and 
with a View to diſcover their ſuperior 
Abilities. I can avouch for the ſalutary 
Effects of the above preſcribed Balls: 
When they prove abortive, the Cure

This Diſorder is beth dangerous and 
painful, which may be eafily accounted 
for, when we conſider the M echaniſm 
of the Hoof; for in lifting and ſetting 
down his Foot, the Crack opens and 

ſhuts,

In order to cure a Horſe of this 
Diſorder, firſt take off the Shoe, draw

The Properties of a good Hoof are, 
that it ſhould be black and round; for

The Hair ſhould he ſmooth on the 


Coronet of the Hoof, and careful In- 


ſpection ought to be made, that no 
bony Excreſcences appear about the 
Coronet, theſe being Preſages of the 
Ring-bone. When a View is taken of 
a Horle's Poſteriors, or hinder Parts, 
the Perſon ſhould ſtand at ſome Diſ- 
tance, where he may more advantage-
